of all its people. Much of the needed saving can be effected by substitut

ing one kind of food for another. But the time has come to put aside all 
selfl»bne«B and dialovalty. The time has come for sacrifice. 
The Allies ask us to meet only their absolutely imperative needs. They I 
are restricting the consumption of their own people to the minimum neces- , 
sary for health and strength. They are controlling their food by drastic , 
government regulation. There is even actual privation among their woman 
and children; there is starvation in Belgium. 
The Allies need wheat and meat and fats and sugar. They must have more 
of all of the** than we have been sending, more than we shall be able to ' 
send unlesa we restrict our own consumption. We can do tt without barm. 
for as a nation, we are today eating and wasting much more food than 
we need.
